of dreamers and 
demagogues

removing the tariff 
from

But so far a s a tariff commission 
is concerned, it has been asserted in 
some q u arte rs th at the Republican 
p a rty is opposed to a lar ft eonmii 
sion and that it docs not even look 
with fa v o r on the proposal.

favors a tariff commission and its 
record will prove that it h a - in the 
past fought for a tariff commission

president

Several attempts were later made 
to provide for a permanent body, the 
most noteworthy being the bill draft­ 
ed by

late Sereno

in one or two particulars, and pass­ 
ed over the propostion of the Demo­ 
crats. 
An effort to get the bill 
as} 
imended before the House for final 
uissage, failed because of a filibust­ 
er conducted it by Mr. Fitzgerald, 
Democrat, during the expiring hours I 
of the 01st (1911) Congress. 
The

of 1909 authorized the President to 
employ such persons 
as might 
be 
required “ to secure information 
to 
i.-si-t the President in the discharge 
of the duties imposed upon him” in 
\scertaining whether

made by foreign countries against i 
our exports. The appointments made 
oi this purpose by President Taft J 
were as 
non-partisan 
as it is pos- 
ible to make to any body— three 
Republicans and two Democrat-. It! 
Dec a me what was popularly known! 
as the tariff board, and it submitted j 
some very 
able 
reports 
on print j 
paper, crops and farm animals, wool 
and cotton. 
The report of the board 
on w ool was characterized by a pro­ 
minent Austrian economist as being 
one of the best ever rendered. 
Al­ 
though each of these 
reports 
was 
agreed to by the board unanimously 
neverthelo-s 
they 
were repudiated 
by the Democrats who, ii 1911-12, 
controlled the lower House. 
As the 
Democratic Congress had refused to 
appropriate monev for tin mainten­ 
ance of the board, it went out of ex­ 
istence June 30, 1912. 


The Republican platform ol 1912 
declared for a tariff commission, but 
the Democratic platform was silent 
on that subject. 
Representative Un­ 
derwood, when a minority member oi 
the way- and means committee, had j 
repeatedly 
expressed 
bin self, pri­ 


vat el y, at least, as being in favor of 
some sort 
of tariff 
board 
which 
should work 
in conjunction 
with 
Congress. 
Mr. Underwood -aid i: 
he ever became chairm an 
of tha 
committee, he would see to i; tha 
a tariff statistical 
bureau of some 
kind was attac h ed to his committee. 
But when he beeame 
chairm an he 
promptly appointed political f a v o r ­ 
ites to the 
committee 
clerkships, 
and the large hearing room of the 
committee looked like a female se m ­ 
inary, so numerous were the femin­ 
ine ex-census 
clerks 
brought 
up 
there by Daniel Roper, the committee 
clerk now first assistant postm a-tei 
general. In addition to this, Mr. U n ­ 
derwood removed from the assistant 
clerkship a man who had been there 
sixteen years. 
He was considered 
one ot the 
best, 
ii not 
the best, 
tariff 
statisticians 
in the 
United 
States, but he had no political affi­ 
liations and his job was needed by 
someone who 
could 
be of personal 
use to the chairman. Since the Dem­ 
ocrats have been in power, no 
a t ­ 
tempt h a s been made, and no p ropo­ 
sition even considered, for the e-- 
tablishment of a tariff commission. 
The Democrats do not want one for 
tiie reason that if their tariff theory
